The proposed amendment raises new issues that would require further consideration 
and/or search with respect to the addition in claims 1, 16 , 18 and 20 of the phrase "and said 
bacterial strain is obtained from isolation or culture" as well as the deletion of "and maintaining", 
including new issues under 35 U.S.C § 112. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments as they pertain to the claims on record have been fully considered 
but they are not deemed to be persuasive. 

Regarding the missing the critical step of culturing or growing the bacterial cells in order 
to oxidize ammonia to nitrite in the process as claimed, applicant argues that growing or 
culturing occurs earlier to "achieve the initial bacteria biomass" that is introduced into the 
aquarium. Applicant cites pages 21-30 as support for this concept. However, this subject is not 
clearly addressed in this portion of the specification related to the isolation and identification of 
cultures. 

Moreover, the correlation between the graphs now presented and the instant invention 
cannot be readily assessed. There is no clear indication 

1) of the identity of the bacterial cells used, i.e., whether these are bacteria that comprise 
a nucleotide sequence that has at least 96% identity over the full length thereof to SEQ ED NO: 1, 
and 2) the environmental context in which they were cultured. 

Applicant asserts that the test evaluates how NH4CI is transformed into nitrite and later 
from nitrite into nitrate. The data, if any, on the first graph presented cannot be readily 
interpreted (NO2-N mg/1). Applicant also asserts that the results demonstrate nitrification upon 
introduction of the "claimed bacterial strain". Yet the correlation between "BioSpira" and the 
bacterial strain as claim designated is not identified with any particularity. The type and nature 
of aquarium used in the test and as claimed is similarly not clearly delineated. Thus the 
development and accumulation of ammonia may vary greatly. Therefore, the significance of the 
results is not readily apparent. 

In addition the data now presented is not in declaration form and is not probative of the 
conditions necessary to successfully perform the invention as claimed. 

Therefore the rejection is deemed proper and it is adhered to.
